Ottawa. Dec. 11.—Canadian military 
headquarters overseas has sent a cable 
to the Director of Public Infonuntlon 
here announcing that two divisions of 
the Canadian Corps it re now estab¬ 
lished In Germany, while the remain¬ 
ing divisions, the Third and Fourth, 
have Just received orders to commence 
their march to the Rhine from lions, 
where they have been In rest billets 
since the signing of the armistice.
